First Literary Venture as_ 
_ Boy Found in Hannibal

They disclosed how the boy, Sam 
Clemens (Mark Twain), not then 
}20 years old and substituting as 
editor of his brother’s newspaper 
here, tried to liven up the columns 
of the paper with his wit. His 
methods show him then richly pos- 
sessed of the ingenuity he later in- 
stilled in his fiction characters, 
Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn. 

The newspapers were found by 
the Rev. C. J. Armstrong, long a 
student of Mark Twain, among 
seven volumes of old Hannibal pa- 
pers preserved by the late W. H. 
League, boyhood friend of Sam 
Clemens, and shelved away by his 
daughter, Miss Nettie League. They 
have been turned over to the Mis- 
souri Historical Society. Si 

Dr. Armstrong’s discoveries, in- 
cluding one original poem, several 
‘witty articles and editorials and a 
‘few cleverly designed wood-cut 
cartoons by the famous humorist, 


published in the Hannibal Courier- 
Post. 
Date Back to 1851. 

He found copies of the old 
Hannibal] Journal, owned by Orion 
Clemens, elder brother of Mark 
Twain, published in 1851, 1852 and 
1853, and copies of the Hannibal 
Western Union and Hannibal West- 
ern Union and Journal, published 
prior to that by Orion and show-

‘ing that Orion probably had ac- 
quired the Journal after starting 
the Western Union. Biographers 
had it that Orion published only 
the Journal. Mark Twain worked 
on the Journal from 1851 to 1853. 
Mark Twain’s poem, tradition- 
ally called “Jo Mary in H .” 
his catchy wey of using the title 


“To Mary in 
H——I,” wat is “Love Concealed,” 
and is a@dresse@ “To Miss Katie 
of H——1." It t& signed “Ramb- 
ler,” Mark Twatn’e earliest nom 
de plume. 

In ensuing issues is a witty cor- 
respondence between “Rambler” 
and “Grumbiler,” obviously writ- 
ten by Mark Twain: 

. Poem Published in 1853. 

The original poem believed nev- 
er before found was in an issue of 
the Journal May 12, 1853. It is 
entitled “The Heart’s Lament,” 
and is addressed “To Bettie 
Ww——E, of Tennessee,” and is 
signed, “Rambler.” 

The original wood cuts of the 
Hannibal citizen who resolved to 
kill himself, but didn’t, and of “a 
dog-deviled citizén,” both  re- 
ferred to by Mark Twain in his 
autobiography, also were found in 
the old newspaper files. 

The return of Orion to discover 
that his younger brother had been 
making the fpaper “spicy” is indi- 
cated in an editorial by the editor 
May 18, 1853, saying that “Ram- 
bler and his enemies must stop 
their stuff.” This editorial edict 
seems to have ended Mark Twain’s 
fun and what probably were his 
very first literary and journalistic 
efforts.

Thieves in Park Savings 
.» Trust Co., Richmond 
Heights When First Em- 
ploye Arrives for Day. 


TWO WATCHMEN’S 
STORIES DIFFER 


One Says He Saw Light at 
‘Midnight and Investigated 
but Other Denies Careful 

Search Was Made. 


The Park Savings Trust Co., 
Richmond Heights, was robbed of 
approxijmatly $19,000 cash and 
about $16,000 in negotiable real 
estate bonds before business hours 
yesterday by two men who entered 
early and made prisoners of four 


bank employes and a private 
watchman as they arrived. ; 

The bank is situated at the 
southeast corner of Clayton road 
and De Mun gvenue, a block west 
of the St. Louis city limits, near 
the sonthwestern corner of Forest 
Park and directly east of St. Mary’s 
Hospital. The City Limits car line 
passes it on De Mun avenue and 
the Market car_line is on Oakland 
avenue, a half block south, Many 
persons were transferring at the 
trolley intersection while the rob- 
bers were in the bank, and there 
was heavy motor traffic in widened 
Clayton road. 

On their way to a restaurant 
for coffee Friday midnight, Patrick 
McBfide and Gale Austin, private 
watchmen with adjoining beats. 
passed the bank and n@6ticed two 
lights burning in the rear portion 
of the bank)-where ordinarily there 
are No lights. ‘The bank is one of 
McBride’s en:ployers. It is his duty 
to watch it from the outside dur- 
ing the night and to do inside early 
in the morning to see if all is well, 
He has a key to the corner door, 
the only public entrance. 

Diffcrence in Stories. 

McBride reported he went inside 
and made a thorough search of the 
main floor and basement, ascer- 
taining that no one was hiding 
there then. 

Austin, however, related that 
McBride called attention to the 
lights and asked him to go inside. 

Austin entered with drawn § re- 
volver, while McBride turned out 
the lights. Austin, who remained in 
the outer lobby declared he was 
positive McBride did not go to the 
basement nor stay insid> longer 
than was required to extinguish the 
lights. 

John Becker, the janitor, reached 
fhe bank at 6:40 a. m., admitted 
himself with a key, and walked 
across the customers’ lobby. As ‘e 
unlocked a door leading into the 
employes’ section, one of the rob- 
bers greetegd him with a revolver 
and a command: “Don’t say a word 
but sit down on that stairway,” 

Becker sat on the stairway lead- 
ing to the basement vault. He 
could not see the robbers’ faces as 
one wore over his head a cloth 
sack containing holes for his eyes 
and nose, and the other's face was 
covered with a handkerchief and a 
cap pulled iow. 

“How many guns are there 
here?” one robber asked Becker. 

“T don’t know,” the janitor re- 
plied. 

Got “Big Shotgun.” 7 

“Well, we got that big shotgun,” 
said the robber, meaning a gun 
taken from the employes’ section 
where it had been placed for use 
against robbers. | 

‘Watchman McBride, following 
his routine, entered. the bank abous 
7:25. Hle was held up. trussed 
with light cord .hd picture wire 
and confined in a booth in the safe 
deposit department in the base- 
ment. 

Louis Schatzle, a teller; Miss 
Frances Buxton, a bookkeeper, and 
Assistant Cashier G. H. Dudeck ar- 
rived before 8 o’clock, and, with 
Becker, were locked in a basement 
lavatory. 

Before Dudeck was locked up. 
he was forced at the point of re- 
volvers to open the combination 
to the basement vault. The rob- 
bers quickly helped themselves to 
the money and securities and 4e- 
parted. The prisoners heard. the 
next employe to arrive and cried 
for help. They were released and 
telephoned for Cashier J. F. 
Greenway. 

Greenway said there was little 
danger of loss through negotiation 
of the bonds as they were issued 
by the bank and would have to be 
presented to it for payment. 

Soon after it was established, the 
bank .was robbed twice in 192%, 
$2200 and $600 being taken in the 
holdups. Yesterday's loss was in-

MANY CONFERENCES 


Hoover Heartily Approves 
, Attitude of American Del- 


March 29. — The 

League of Nations covenant was 
being microscopically examined to- 
day by delegates and experts at 
the naval conference in the hope 
of finding ingredients of a magic, 
“security” formula sufficiently 
rigid to satisfy France and suf- 
ficiently elastic to satisfy England. 
Great difficulties were belng en- 
countered but hope of surmount- 
ing them had not been given up. 
British Foreign Office officials 
conferred with M. Massigli, princl- 
pal French expert. Senator Robin- 


son had lunch with Dino Grandi 
of Italy. Foreign Minister Briand 
of France talked with Arthur Hen- 
derson, British Foreign Secretary. 
Ambassador Morrow, busy as a 
beaver, conferred with experts 
from the French and Italian dele- 
gations,. and even Ambassador 
Dawes emerged from his obscurity 
to hold a conversation with Aime 


to Great Britain. 

It looked as if extraordinary ef- 
fort was being madé on all fre 
to break the conference deadlock, 

Chief Attention to Covenant. 

Chief attention was directed to 
articles 11 and 16 of the League 
covenant. Article 11 makes any 
war or threat of war “a matter of 
concern to the League,” which 
shall “take any action that may 
be deemed wise and effectual to 
safeguard the peace of nations.” 
Under article 16 members of the 
League undertake to impose eco- 
nomic boycott on a state which 
goes to war in violation of pledges. 
It also provides that the League 
Council shall recommend to the 
governments concerned what con- 
tributions they shall make to any 
joint military effort ,undertakén by 
the League to enforce the cove- 
nant. 

Prime Minister MacDonald al- 
ready has stated publicly that 
Great Britain is willing to clarify 
any obscure point in the League 
covenant. But he has also made 
it plain that British policy re- 
mains firm against further “en- 
tangling military Alliances.” The 
problem is to find a formula that 
is something more than a mere 
iteration of present British pledges 
and something less than an entan- 
gling alliance. 

France Wants. 

France would like article 16 so 
interpreted that it would operate 
automatically to bring joint mili- 
tary action against an aggressor. 
England wants to be free to take 
military action or not, as she likes, 

Can some way be found to bridge 
the gap between these two posi- 
tions? On the answer to this ques- 
tion the fate of conference, in its 
five Power aspect, seems to de-

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SOL HOHENTHAL 
FREED OF KILLING 
PEARL POTOSKEY 


Being Out Three Hours 
_ in Second Murder Trial. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HILLSBORO, Mo., March 29.— 


Sol Mohenthal, wealthy retired 
merchant of De Soto, Mo., was ac- 


quitted of a charge of first degree 
murder in the death of Pearl 
Potoskey, St. Louis beauty parlor 
operator,’at his second trial which 
énded “fiere tonight. The jury 
reached its verdict after deliberat- 
ing three hours. The jury was un- 
able to agreé at thé first trial. 

Hohenthal showed elation when 
the verdict was announced and 
shook hands with the- jury and 
friends who crowded about him. 
The courtroom, which had been 
filled since Monday when the trial 
opened, was nearly empty when 
the verdict was returned at 8:55 
o'clock. The case had gone to 
the jury at 5 o'clock and its de- 
tiberations were interrupted for an 
hour for dinner. Members of the 
jury refused to reveal the number 
of ballots taken. 

Miss Potoskey was found dead 
in Hohenthal’s bachelor apart- 
ment at De Soto on the afternoon 
of Dec. 2, 1928. There was a bul- 
let hole in*’her head and a rusty 
revolver. was found beside her 
body. The State contended the 
revolver was in such condition it 
could not have been fired, 
Hohenthal, testifying in his own 
defense, said he and Miss Potoskey 
had retired to separate rooms 
after drinking from 2 a. m. until 
6 a. m. of the day on which she 
was killed. He held she ended 
her own life after he left her. 
Hohenthal, who is 60 years old, 
and Miss Potoskey, 30 years his 
junior, had been friendly fer sev- 
eral years before her death.

600 STRIKERS 
TO STAY IN CELLS 


Hearing Ordered Tuesday 
on Site for New Reform- 
atory to Relieve Conges- 
tion in Penitentiary. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
Operation of virtually all of the 
factories in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary will be resumed Monday 
morning, according to a decision 
made by the State Penal Board late 
this afternoon. This will be the 
first move toward general shop 
work since the convict strikes and 
disorders Thursday, culminating 
in a mutiny in the main dining 
hall which was ‘broken up by 
guards with tear gas and clubs. 

Frank B. Jones, director of penal 
institutions and chairman of the 
board, said six or seven of the 
eight factories would be operated 
Monday, and about 1200 convicts 
who did not particiate in the dis- 
orders would be sent to their tasks 
in the work clothing, shoe, broom, 
chair, shirt and pants shops. Ap- 
proximately 600 convicts who re- 
fused to work Thursday will be 
Kept in their cells for the present. 

Jones said extra guards would be 
on duty in the shops and a pro- 
visional . machine gun company 
from the 138th Infantry Regiment, 
Missouri National Guard of St. 
Louis, which was brought here 
Thursday, will be kept here as long 
as it is considered necessary. 

To Increase Force Later. 

If the reopening of the shops 
brings no further disturbances, the 
operating force of the shops grad- 
ually will be increased through the 
week until the normal strength of 
1800 to 1900 men in all the indus- 
trieg is reached, Jones said. 

All convicts who are known not 
to have taken a part in the out- 
break will be permitted to spend 
part of today on the prison recrea- 
tion grounds, within the walls, un- 
der the usual Sunday schedule. 
They will be returned to their calls 
after dinner at 2 p. m. 

Prison officers estimate 


convicts within the prison were in 
volved in the shop strikes or in 
the mutiny in the main dining hall 
Thursday, when the convicts re- 
fused to obey an order to march 
from the dining hall at the com- 
pletion of the noon meal, and be- 
gan smashing windows and dishes. 
Many of these convicts followed 
their obstreperous comrades, War- 
den Leslie Rudolph says, because 
they feared reprisals from cell- 
mates if they obeyed the orders of 
the guards. 

The population of the prison is 
4052 but about 240 convicts, in- 
cluding the 98 women in the woni- 
an’s department, are quartered 
Outside the prison walls on the 
three prison farms and at a rock 
crusher camp. The woman’s de- 
partment is on Farm No. 1, aear 
the prison. 

Governor Urges New Prison. 

Gov. Caulfield has urged the 
penal board to expedite its prepa- 
rations for the construction of a 
State intermediate reformatory, 
authorized by the Legislature, for 
Which a $750,000 appropriation 
Was released last month. The re- 
formatory, for first offenders, who 
are between the ages of 17 and 
when convicted, ts to bé built 
this year, on a site to be selected 
near Jefferson City. The penal 
board, subject to the .consent of 
the Governor, may transfer to the 
reformatory first term convicts in 
the penitentiary who were between 
the ages of 17 and 25 when con- 
victed. The buildings have not 
been designed and no estimate has 
been made of their probable hous- 
ing capacity. 

Construction of the reformatory 
will afford some relief for over- 
crowding . of tne penitentiary, 
which houses approximately 3806 
eonvicts in call buildings with a 
normal cell capacity for 2661 con- 
victs. 

Hearing Tuesday on Sites. 

The penal board and an advis-. 
ory committee appointed by Gov- 
ernor Caulfield to assist the board 
in selecting a site and adopting 
designs, will hold a hearing here 
Tuesday afternoon, in the State 
lounge in the capitol, te hear the 
statements of proponents of rf>v- 
eral suggested sites for the re- 
formatory within a 40-mile radius 
of Jefferson City. The law au- 
thorizing the new penal institu. 
tion does not: fix the site of the 
reformatory, but the . Governor 
and Penal Board desire one near 
Jefferson City, to make its super- 
vision by the board éasy.

Proviné made public the Macou- 
pin indictment which had been 
suppressed since last January. It 
lists 43 individuals, including those 
found guilty today as well as the 
Codera trucking firm, of Benld; 
the Corn Products Refining Co., 
and the Fleischmann Yeast con- 
eern. The latter has been indict- 
ed as the Fleischmann company, 
an Ohio corporation, and also as 
the Fleischmann Corporation of 
New Jersey. The conspiracy is al- 
leged to have continued from Feb. 
1, 1927, until Jan. 9, 1930. 

Virtually ali of the principal in- 
dividual defendants have been ar- 
rested, Provine announced, 

The list of overt acts charged by 
the Government discloses that 
Frank S. Pinella, Phillip Lafuria, 
Steve Spudich, Peter Mannino of 
Benld, and Vito Ruffian of St. 
Louis, all of whom were found 
guilty by a jury which deliberated 
less than an hour today, also face 
charges in the Macoupin  con- 
spiracy. ‘This case, containing the 
one count of conspiracy, includes 
many defendants who either have 
admitted or who face 
charges of bcotlegg'ne.

SOVIET CHANGES NAME OF TOWN 
OF BOGORODSK (HOLY VIRGIN) 


Now Called Noginsk, After Late 
Head of Russian Textile 
Trust. 

MOSCOW, March 29.—The Cen- 
tral Executive Comfmittee of the 
Soviet Union decided today to 
change the name of the town of 
Bogorodsk,* which in Russian 
means “Holy Virgin” to Noginsk, 
after Victor Paviovich Nogin, late 

head of the Soviet textile trust. 

At the same time the committee 
ordered the name of the town of 
Sergiev changed to Zagorsk in 
memory of Viadimir Mikhailovich 
Zagorsky, prominent Communist, 
who was killed by a bomb thrown 
in Moscow in 1919 by Social Revo- 
lutionaries.

to have paid extortionists $100,000 
for his freedom on March 18. 

Leonzrd’s arrest was requested 
after Kansas City detectives had 
followed a trail which indicated 
that a substantial part of =the 
ransom money had been brought to 
St Louis. Detectives were on their 
way to Si. Louis last night with the 
intention of taking Leonard to 
Kansas City today. He denied any 
part in tne kidnaping. He Kyes at 
1422 Cass avenue. 

Although Katz refused to talk 
about the kidnaping, Kansas City 
police learned the serial numbers 
of $100,000 in bills which had been 
withdruwn by the Katz Drug Co.

EXPECTING TO STOP HUGE OIL 
WELL IN OKLAHOMA TODAY 


Geyser Producing at Rate of 2000 
Barrels Daily; Spray of Gas 
Seen Far Away. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., March 
29.—Spouting a costly column of 
petroleum high into the air, a 
gusher in the South Oklahoma City 
field tonight continued ‘to defy oil 
field workers who expressed the 
opinion that the spectacular oil and 
gas well, the No. 1 Mary. Sudik, 
roaring since Wednesday morning, 
would be brought under control to- 
morrow. 

The oil geyser, impelled by the 
tremendous pressure of gas, esti- 
mated in volume at 200,000,000 
cubic feet a day, has roared in a 
waving brown plume, high above 
the 100-foot derricks and visible 
from Oklahoma City office build- 
ings seven miles away. Spray from 
the oily fountain has been carried 
as far south as Norman, 11 miles 
away, by a north wind. 

The well came in as a gasser.

Then we started south. 

The first night we anchored in 
Melchior Harbor, an anchorage 
used by the whaler’s floating fac- 
tories.

But 
no one, so far, has been able to 
reach the face of the precipice or 
investigate its content. 

In Port Lockroy we found 
nesting many penguins and cor- 
morants and other varieties of 
birds. The cormorants, with their 
blue eyes, golden topknots and 
colored necks, are the most -ol- 
orful bird in the South, next to 
the king penguins. 

All varieties of birds found in 
the Antarctic are quite unafraid 
of man. Those we saw were not 
disturbed from their nests, even 
though many cameras were click- 
ing in their midst. 


Ice Far South. 

From Port Lockroy we put out 
through the Bismarck Strait into 
the wide Pacific Ocean. The ice 
was extremely far south this sea- 
son. We met the first pack off 
the Biscoe Islands. It was much 
broken and mushy. We skirted 
its edge. 

Pushing southward as far as 
the end of Adelaide Island we 
came to a bight in the pack and 
it looked as if we might be able 
to approach the land. We fol- 
lowed the edge of the pack ice 
for miles, but did not see one floe 
of sufficient size for even an 
emergency landing. All the ice 
surface was rough and broken, a 
condition that made it impossible 
to lower the machines from the 
deck. It was a great disappoint- 
ment. 

After waiting almost a week, 
there seemed to be only one thing 
to do. That was to return to che 
ice-free Neumeyer Channel and 
make a flight from there.

“All I can do is to tell people that 


ITHIN the next few weeks, 

many good people in St. Louis 

will be surprised and pained, 
as they are pained and surprised an- 
nually, to find that the city cannot 
spend as much money on the city in- 
stitutions, parks and welfare activ- 
ities as will be needed for those ob- 
'jectsein the coming year. 

Advocates of various things will 
appear before the city officials who 
are charged with the duty of budget- 
making. ‘They will tell how strange 
it seems to them that “a great, rich 
city like St. Louis” cannot find the 
money needed to care for all its sick 
and needy, to keep its recreation and 
beauty spots looking their best, and 
to carry on all the preventive and 
ameliorative work which the city 
has, in past years, taken upon 
itself. : 

The city officials, who know the 
facts, and who have to look at the 
situation as a whole, will make re- 
plies, so worded as to give the least 
offense, and simmering down to the 
sympathetic statement: 

“The city hasn’t the money, and 
it’s just too bad.” 

There the matter has ended, in 
past years. Perhaps it will end 
there this year. Or perhaps the vis- 
itors, looking out of the City Hall 
windows upon a sea of uncom- 


the city has only so much money, 
and can have only so much under 
the present system. I also say, as 
I did in my letter to the Chamber of 
Commerte about the proposed in- 
erease in the police force, that any 
suggestion for an increase in costs 
should be accompanied by sugges- 
tions as to means of raising more 
money. In fact, the suggestions of 
ways and means should come before 
the new demand for money. 


Some of Methods Preposed 
for Increasing City’s Revenue. 


“It is not my view that I should 
tell people how our municipal rev- 
enue should be increased. I don't 
think such a program should come 
from a city official. - There are 
methods which have been discussed, 
and which. should be discussed a 
great deal more, so that people can 
decide which they prefer.’’ 

One of the methods which has 
been discussed for increasing gener- 
al revenue is to find new objects of 
license taxation. The Board of Al- 
dermen investigated this matter a 
year and a half ago, and considered 
proposals for taxing beauty parlors, 
barber shops, loan companies, busi- 
ness brokers, garages, parking lots, 
automobile repair shops, undertak- 
ers, bill posters, building contractors, 
drayage concerns, physicians, den- 
tists, lawyers and towel service com- 


pleted municipal undertakings, will 
say: 

“The city will have to get more 
money. We will do what is needed 
ito help you get it.” 
| “All right,” Comptroller Louis Nolte will 
‘say, for he, being the voice of St. Louis 
municipal finance, will probably be talking by 
that time. “You tell us where to get the 
money, and we'll be very glad to have your 
| advice about spending it. Only don’t just say, 
| “Give us another bond issue.’ ” 

The suggestion of another bond issue was 
‘the first one made after Mayor Miller, last 
‘week, made his announcement that the city 
'could not finish Memorial Plaza, with its 
Memorial building, and construct the Munic- 
ipal Auditorium, on the $6,000,000 and $5,- 
000,000 items of the 1923 bond issue for 
those respective purposes. 

Another bond issue, of course, would not 
just supplement the former one, on its in- 
sufficient Plaza, and Auditorium, and Court- 
house, and lighting items. To appeal to the 
yoters, it would have to provide for new ob- 
jects—Third street widening, river front im- 
provement, outer park system. 

And suppose all these to be approved, and 
the amounts voted to be found sufficient 
does this mean that the city, and its chief 
fiscal officer, need not worry further about 
them? It would mean, rather, that the city 
had added permanent sources of worry. 

“As fast as new improvements and new 
public facilities are completed,” Comptroller 
Nolte says, “maintenance has to begin. There 
is no way of paying for maintenance, except 
from the general revenues for municipal pur- 
poses. I do not refer to interest and sinking 
fund on the bonds, for these do not come out 
of general municipal revenue. 


City’s Needs Growing 
Faster Than Its Revenue. 


“The State Constitution fixes our property 
tax rate for municipal purposes. It is $1.35 
on $100 valuation, and we reached it several 
years ago. Since that time, the only increase 
of municipal revenue has been the annua! 
normal intrease resulting from increases in 
the total property valuation. This total has 
not failed thus far to show a higher figure 
each year, but the normal increase does not 
take care of the abnormal increase in the 
city’s expenditures. 

“There Seems to be no way that we can 
lessen any of the expenditures for municipal 
revenue, or shift any*of them, Of the $1.35 
tax rate & cents represents the fixed rates 
voted by the people for the support of the 
Public Library, Art Museum and Zoo. There 
was an attempt to treat this 8 cents as a 
fund over and above the $1.35; but the courts 
said no, the 8 cénts had to come out of 
the $1.35; so we have $1.27 for all other 
objects, including Police, Fire Department 
and all city institutions, saiaries and main 
tenance. / : 

‘The city has no option about appropriat- 
ing the money that the Police Board de 
mands—that is obligatory under State law.

Anything which is in the State Constitu- 
tion can be taken out only by vote of a 
majority in a statewide election. In the | 
past, constitutional proposals affecting St 
Louis have not been approved as a rule, 
though it seemed that the voters of the state 
at large had nothing to gain or to lose by 
them. A change in. the Constitution would 
have to be voted upon at a general election, 
after being submitted to the voters either 
through legislative enactment or initiative 
petition. Such elections are held every two 
years. 


A Scheme for Assessment

ODERN industrial economy is like a serpent biting its tail; the 
more it produces the keener is trade rivalry, bringing the mar-

Certainly it is a com- 
plex interminable problem which 
needs expert researchful study. 
Politics and parlianients cannot 
solve it. 


Problem for the Nation. 

It is a problem of finding places 
for all kinds of men and women 
with varying skills and intelli-~ 
gence when something goes wrong 
with the flow of trade and in- 
dustry. in agriculture the prob- 
lem is limited to seasonal unem- 
ployment, but in industry it comes 
like am avalanche. Makeshbift ef- 
forts are evolved to arrest it. It 
is only since the war that govern- 
ments have seriously taken upon 
themselves the burden of finding 
work for everybody. Before that 
time the unemployed man or wo-' 
man was regarded as no affair of 
the government and was forced 
to shift for himseif. The retura 
to peaceful pursuits of perhaps 
30,000,000 men from the World 
War forced upon the governments 
the responsibility of finding work 
for the men who had risked their 
lives in the country’s defense. 
Since that time it has remained a 
national responsibility and it will 


continue to be the football of) 


political parties until it finally is 
taken out of politics and it is ad- 
mitted that unemployment is the 
nation’s business and must be 
managed by expert minds versed 
in the technique of industry, and 
cognizant of the great organiza- 
tion of labor and industry. 
Calls Dole Half-Way Measure. 
Unemployment is a national re- 
sponsibility because it penetrates 
deep into the mental steadiness of 
the nation and the happiness of 
the people. lt is true a fairer in- 
dex of prosperity is found in the 
unemployment of all the working 
population and not in the record 
sales Of securities or the juggling 
of prices on the world’s stock ex- 
changes. Prosperity must be se- 
cured for the worker as well as 
for the merchant. if facilities are 
accorded the merchant and the 
manufacturer by preferential tar- 
iffs or subsidies, directly or in- 
directly, it is even more incum- 
bent upon the government to care 
for the worker, first for the in- 
crease of national wealth, second- 
ly for the welfare of him and his 


party, cannot solve the unemploy- 
ment problem. This is a job for 
the expert. There is too much in- 
volved in a nation's industry and 
agriculture to be able to decide 
or solve the problem on a pariia- 
mentary vote. Building a bridge, 
two bridges or three or four can- 
not put a million, two million men 
to work. Then what about the 
varying @dustries out of work” 
One class of men is totally un- 
equipped for another kind of 
work, the productive capacities of 
the skilled man are wholly lost 
by putting him to work on conm- 
mon labor. Jobs must be found 
for the specialized so that the 
productive capacity is not de- 
terred. How can parliaments and 
politics deal with such complex 
details? 

Thousands of men must be al- 
located at times. Such handling 
of great bodies can only be en- 
trusted to those familiar with the 
technique of industry. The ma- 
nipulation of thousands must be 
‘effected to meet the varying twists 
of trade. Parliaments work too 
slowly for that. Every politica! 
party is now agreed there should 
be no unemployment but disagree 
as to the way the other fellow 
provides work. Obstruction and 
talk continue and so the problem 
is bound to be unsolved. 


Figures on Unemployment. 
The impelling importance of 
solving unemployment both for 
economic and social reasons is 
made all the clearer by the regis- 
tration of the unemployed. Not 
so long ago there was no adequate 
way to kaow how many were un- 
employed, but now we behold how

Also it is an interesting thing to notice 
that a Missouri automobile license costs

Survey warned of crowding at Missouri penitentiary, which caused recent outbreaks; 
urged buying of land, to keep men busy raising necessaries, giving them chance 
for education and better health; farm plan would make immediate relief pos- 
sible; reformatory would take time to build, then would be just another prison.

tiary had long been expected. The place 

has accommodation for about 2600 con- 
victs and it now holds more than 4000. As 
high as seven men are crowded in a cell, 
and some of the buildings are so old as 
to be unfit for use. Under such circum- 
stances, trouble was naturally expected, and 
for years prison officials have appealed to 
the Legislatures for relief. Lack of reve- 
nue and differences of opinion have delayed 
action. 

Gov. Caulfield, in appointing the State 
Survey Commission, called Attention to 
prison conditions, and the commission gave 
special attention to the problem. Senator 
William R. Painter, who served as Warden 
for six or seven years and who for 20 years 
has been in close official connection with 
the prison, directed the survey Of penal con- 
ditions as .a member of the commission and 
called in the best practical authorities on 
the subject in America. The investigation 
covered the subject completely and the 
recommendations of the commission were 
based on the hardest facts and experiences. 
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T tie outbreak in the Missouri peniten- 


Experience proves that not more than 
150Q men should be housed in one institu- 
tion, and because of the serious condition 
existing in the Missouri Penitentiary the 
survey report says, “There should be some 
quick remedy for the overcrowding.” After 
recommending certain improvements in the 
present buildings and prison plant at Jef- 
ferson City, the report says: 

“It is recommended that a farm of not 
less than 300 acres be purchased, of good 
soil and good pasture land, and that cot- 
tages be erected thereon to take care of 
tuberculosis patients, at a total estimated 
cost of $150,000. 

“It is recommended that five farms, each 
of not less than 2000 acres, be purchased, 
and that a center be established on each 
farm by the erection of officers’ quarters, 
barracks, schoolhouses, barns, etc., at a to- 
tal estimated cost of $1,500,000, for the five 
farms and improvements. 

“The five centers on the farms would en- 
able the Prison Board to transfer prisoners 
not only according to age but according to 
their behavior, and some of these farms 
could be used for the older boys from 
Boonville and the younger men from the 
penitentiary.” ‘ 


* - * 


As outlinéd to the Survey Commission by 
Senator Painter and the eminent prison 
authorities who were employed to survey 


the problem, it was shown that as soon as 
a farm was bought, a large number of con- 


victs of a certain class could be taken by 
@ small force of guards to the land, army 
tents would be pitched, temporary quarters 
would be thrown up and then men 
would gradually transform the inte 
2 modern penal and correctional institu- 
tion. As the men developed the propertr, 
they would be raising products for their 
own living. Soon they would be producing 
the tong upon tons of vegetables and meats 
needed in the other State institutions. 

Tt was a most picture. that 


: 


penal matters. One suggestion was for a 
large cotton farm in Southeast Missouri, 
where young convicts would raise cotton, 
gin it and then weave it into materials for 
garments for the inmates of other institu- 
tions. On this farm food would be raised 
in large quantities, ample feed for the ani- 
mals would be grown and there would be 
work for all the entire year. 

Then, in the very center of the activity, 
there would be schoo) facilities where boys 
who had neglected to go to school would 
be given so many hours of educational 
training a day. Vocational training could 
also be given at @ cost so small as to be 
insignificant. | 
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Further, it was suggested that a dairy 
farm in the Ozarks be developed for pris- 
oners who might not be as strong as they 
should be. Products for all the State in- 
stitutions would be produced here. Other 
farms in North Missouri were outlined for 
different purposes, the big idea being to 
dissolve the present monstrous institution 
into a series of penal places where first 
offenders and those unfortunates who might 
possibly be rescued to an honest life could 
be given another opportunity to go straight 
and become useful citizens. 

The last Legislature appropriated $750.,- 
000 for an intermediate reformatory, and 
recently Gov. Caulfield. found that the 
money willl be available. At the time the 
first riot occurred in the prison Tuesday, 
a meeting was in progress at Jefferson City 
at which the Governor was being urged not 
to have the new building erected in the 
penitentiary inclosure, but to separate it so 
the first offenders would not come in con- 
tact with the hardened criminals. 

The one building, which will be nothing 
more than a cell building to accommodate 
several hundred boys, is estimated to cost 

750,000, but it will be nothing more than 
a jail without any correctional facilities.

Henry Miller, president of the 
Terminal Railroad Association, 
said the Terminal had not been 
consulted about the plan, and that 
he could not comment on it until 
he had studied it. Probably it 
would be a matter for action by the 
individual railroads concerned, he 
said, adding that for several years 
there has been talk of a beit sub- 
urban service which might be feas- 
ible.

A statement isued by John 3 | 
Robertson, president of the City | 
Improvement Association, describes | 
the plan as follows:

Frisco, Missouri Pacific, .|

trains routed from all existing sta- 
tions near St. Louis down through 
the Mill Creek Valley and through 
the tunnel to a terminal station 
edjoining Bads bridge at Third’! 
street or Second street. Trackage | 
up and down the river can be so) 
used too. ! 

“The county and the city would | 
be served with rapid transit by | 
this plan. Localities such as Lux- | 
emburg, Maplewood, Webster | 
Groves, Kirkwood, Valley Park, Pa- 
cific, Clayton, University City, | 
Wellston, Ferguson, Jennings, 8t. | 
Charies and Baden, could be pro- | 
vided with rapid transit service to) 
the heart of the city in compara-| 
tively few minutes. Especial em- | 
phasis is laid on the possibilities 
for such service inside our city 
limits. Robert avenue, Bates street, 
Chippewa street, Gravois road, 
Manchester, Kingshighway, Del- 
mar, Union, De Baliviere, Page, 
Goodfellow and North Broadway 
could be provided with quick ac- 
ceas to the downtown section. This 
is just half the circle. The East | 
Side has many thickly populated | 
towns which want easy and quick | 
access to our downtown district. | 
They could have it over Bads 
Bridge. | 
For Stations Duwntown. ' 
“As a part of the plan, we sug- | 


gest two stations in the downtewn | 


area. A subway station, with en-/ 
trances and exits at both Eighth 
and DBocust and at Seventh and | 
Washington, could be provided. The ! 
other station could be erected at) 
the Eads Bridge at Third and‘ 
Washington.” | 

A report published in 1922 by | 
an Engineers’ Committee on St. ' 
Louis and East St. Louis Termi- 
hnais, sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce and other civic organ- | 
izations, discussed the possible de- | 
velopment of fast suburban rail-| 
way service and suggested the | 
trains be run through the tunnel | 
to Eighth and Market streets, | 
where a suburban station might be | 
constructed.

NBC Seeks to Take: Over 
Licenses of KOA and KGO 


Now Manages Programs for the Two General Electric 
Stations—WSB Asks for 50,000 Watts 
| Construction Permit. 


Application has been made by 
WSB, Atlanta, Ga., for a 50,000- 
watt. construction permit. It was 
only recently that WSB began op- 
erating a new 10,000 watt trans- 
mitter. Since then programs from 
Atlanta have been coming into St. 
Louls strongly on any good radio 
night. 


Some months ago it was 

nounced by the National Broad- 
casting Co.—without any undue 
emphasis—that it was. taking over 
management of the tocal programs, 
as well as of network broadcasts, 
over KOA, Denver, Colo., and KGO, 
Oakland, Cal. Both stations are 
owned, and untit then’ were op- 
erated, by General Blectric, which 
owns and operates WGY, Schengc- 
tady, N. Y.. and its associated 
short wave transmitters. 
« Now applications have been filed 
with the Federal Radie Commis- 
sion to transfer the licenses of both 
stations to the National Broad- 
casting Co. 

KGO and WGY operate on the 
same cleared channel, 790 kilo- 
cycles (379 meters). KGO has a 
10,000 watt transmitter, while KOA 
has a license to use 12.500 watts. 
As will be recalled, WGY used 
that wave length until late in 1928, 
when the Radio Commission trans--: 
ferred the channel to the Pacific 
Coast. .and assigned it to KGO, 
limiting WGY to daytime operation. 
General Electric appealed to the 
District Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia, which de- 
creed that both stations might use 
the wave length, which they have 
ever since. 

Just what the applications to 
transfer the licenses of KGO and 
KOA to the NBC indicate is not 
explained. It may mean that the 
NBC is planning to use them as 
key. stations for network broad- 
casts in addition to broadcasts 
originating from WEAF and WJZ, 
New York, and from the Chicago 


an- 


NBC studios. Or the change might 
put the two stations in stronger 
position for the fight over choice 
channel assignments that is about 
to break. 

Anyway, if the transfers are ap- 
proved by the commission, the NBC 
will be better fortified to meet 
competition from the Columbia 
System, which, in addition to its 
key station, WABC, New York, 
has acquired. an interest in the 
10,000 watt WCCO, Minneapolis, 
Minn.;: the 256,000 watt WBBM. 
Ghicago, and -—KMOX,; St. Louis, 
which is erecting a 60,000 watt 
plant. 


Indications that the wave lengths 
and power allocation will be rear- 
ranged grow stronger every week 
in Washington, The new lineup of 
three commissioners — Saltzinan. 
Robinson and Sykes—azainst high- 
powered broadcasting is generd@ily 
ingferpreted as foreshadowing limi- 
tation of stations to 25,000 watts 
instead of the present 25.000 watts 
and 25,000 watts “ experimentally. 
Such stations as WLW and WENR 
are using the full 50,000 watts. 

Owners of the big Chicago sta- 
tions are much exercised over the 
outiook. Their hope is that an ex- 
ception may be made in their fay- 
or, because of their central loca- 
tion, especially as far as the rural 
audience is concerned. 

There are now eight stations op- 
erating with power up to 50,000 
watts. Nine more have been au- 
thorized to build 50,000 watt sta- 
tions. among them KMOX, St. 
Louis. Eight have applied for 5+,- 
000 watt construction permits. 

The strength of the opponents of 
cleared channels, to be used by one 
station to the wave length. also is 
continually growing stronger. 
Washington reports are that the 
number of such waves is certain to 
be curtailed, mainly by assiening 
two stations, widely separated. te 
each of them.

Passenger Car 
Output Strong 
In Past Week 


Latgest Gain Is Reported in 
Low-Priced Field; 
Orders Gain. 


DETROIT, Mich., March 29.— 
Passenger car production assumed 
a decidedly stronger trend during 
the past week, with the largest 
share of the gain occurring in the 
low-priced field, taccording to 
Cram’s Automotive Reports, indus- 
try authority. 

While no great increases are ex- 
pected to occur in the other price 
classes before the first of April, 
incoming orders received by a num- 
ber of companies in these fields are 
gaining steadily and support the 
eonviction that output will be 
stepped up considerably within a 
few weeks. . 

This week the two largest low- 
priced car producers instituted 
beavy increases in their daily oper- 
ating schedules, one elevating its 
weekly total some 3250 cars and 
the other stepping up its produc- 
tion about 1000 units for the period. 

Slight gains occurred in the me- 
dium-priced field. One increase 
of considerable proportions was not 
particularly significant, however, 
since the gain merely represented 
the company’s return to its previous 
levels following a reduction two 
weeks ago: Production in the high- 
priced field moved along at un- 
changed levels but most of the 
companies reported that sales were 
gaining steadily and will warrant 
output gains soon. 

Severa] instances of increases in 
working forces were noted during 
the week, serving to elevate slight- 
ly the employment level. The au- 
tomotive employment situation is 
improving rapidly and now is the 
source of little dissatisfaction. 

In the truck division, several 
companies reported increasing saies 
and one corcern instituted a 10 
per cent increase in daily output. 
Production at the remaining plants 
continued without change, with the 
light delivery units claiming their 
customary majority of the volume. 
There was little to indicate any 
immediate heavy increases, but the 
general trend does seem stronger. 


Some Suggestions on How to 


Prepare Motor Car for Summer 


Thorough Inspection Necessary After Intermittent 
Driving During Winter Months; Radiator 
Should Be Cleaned. 


After short and slow running un- 
der winter conditions a thorough 
checkup of the car is advisable af 
this time in order to guarantee a 
spring and summer of carefree op- 
eration. 

Assuming thatthe car has come 
through a hard winter's service in 
fairly good mechanical shape the 
servite operation should proceed 
in this order: 

First, clean the engine, chassis 
and body thoroughly. ‘ 

“Check to see that spring clips 
are tight; take up any excess play 
of spring shackles. 

Clean and grease steering gear: 
vheck front wheel alignment, after 
adjusting the. wheel bearing and 
filling the hub caps with fresh 
grease; see that the nuts holding 
the rear wheels to 
tight and fastened with a cotter 
pin. 

Drain the old oil from the trans- 
mission and rear end, and put 
about a quart of kerosene or 4lush- 
ing oil in each. 

Put a couple of handfuls of sal 
soda in the radiator and run the 
car for a few miles until it is well 
warmed up. The soda cleans out 
the scale and rust in the radiator 
while the kerosene will loosen and 
wash out-the old oil in the trans- 
mission and differential. Drain 
these as soon as you stop, thes 
drain the water from the radiator 
and flush with fresh water. Re- 
move the cylinder head and scrape 
out all the carbon and grind the 
valves. Now a new gasket when 
you put back the head—it makes a 
better job and no chance of leaks. 

New rubber hose on all the water 
connectiong is well worth while, 
too. Fill the radiator with fresh 
water and start the engine. Rup 
slowly till warmed up. Vaive tap- 
pets should be adjusted, motor be- 
ing warm while this is.being done.

Delicate Scarf 


When a car, ordered by the 
Packard distributer at Albany, N. 
Y., for a feminine customer, is de- 
livered its colors will exactly match 
those of a delicate silk evening 
scarf which perhaps will grace the 
owner's shoulders when she has 
her first ride in the vehicle.

“Enregulated private initiative 
has resulted in. economic waste 
with adverse reaction on all busi- 
ness. The trend today in iarge 
commercial building projects and 
highest grade residential develop- 
ments is toward close co-operation 
of architects, contractors, real es- 
tate experts and owners in ad- 
vance planning. Similar co-opera- 
tion is lacking in most speculative 


| residentia] work. 


“Could not the building survey 
conference recommend that the 
American Institute of Architects, 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards and the United 
States Chamber of Commerce co- 
operate in calling a series of local 
conferences of architects and 
realty dealers under the leadership 
of local Chambers of Commerce to 
investigate the matter of unsold 
houses and vacant apartments. 

“J believe these groups will find 
that architect-planned and super- 
vised residential developments sell 
better than private plan opera- 
tions. The local conferences should 
consider permanent organization 
of architects and realty dealers for 
advance research on housing 
needs, advance planning of com- 
munity development and promo- 
tion of better standards of housing 
construction. 

“Let us not forget that construc- 
tion activity is the first step to in- 
creased employment and prosper- 
ity.”

Fay has already been seen here in one picture, the “Hollywood 
Revue,” but in “Under a Texas Moon,” in which he plays the part 
of a dashing, black-hafted, moustached Mexican bandit, he makes bis 
debut as a star. Since that picture was completed he has made three 
more and right now is,at work on another.

It was the talkies Which took Frank back to his native Califore 
nia—he was born in San Francisco—after 25 years on the stage. 
Fay’s mother and father were both on the Stage and he grew up 
behind the footlights.

An American Girl’s Adventurous Wanderings and Artistic 
Accomplishments on the Fringe of Civilization.

NEW YORK. 
FTER nearly 
four years of 
ho b nobbing 
with head- 
hunters and 
cannibals in 
the South Sea _ Islands, 
Caroline Mytinger, Amer- 
ican artist, has returned to 
New York with an unusual 
collection of native pic- 
tures and with the record 
of having dared jungles 
never before trod by a 
white woman. 

In those years, accom- 
panied only by another 
woman, Margaret . War- 
ner, Miss Mytinger wan- 
dered about the border- 
lands of the white man’s 
civilization, painting por- 
traits of native types. Men who have 
dined on the flesh of their enemies 
have sat for portraits by her, and 
women who never before saw a female 
with white skin and light hair have 
been her models. _ 

It was the anthropologist as well as 
the artist in her that set Miss Myting- 
er upon her difficult and adventure- 
some task, a desire to record on can- 
vas good likenesses of the aboriginal 
types of the Pacific islands before the 
inevitable march of civilization oblit- 
erated or hopelessly confused the na- 
tive strains. 

That she succeeded admirably in 
her purpose is attested by the twen- 
ty-four.brilliantly-colored canvases 
that received the honor of an exhibi- 
tion at the American Museum of Na- 
tural History. And further evidence 
of the anthropological worth of the 
paintings is indicated ‘by the fact that 
the Museum has purchased a number 
of them for its permanent collection, 
so highly are they regarded as ac 
curate representations of the native 
iv pes, 

It was while watching dances of the 
Indians on a California reservation 
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Caroline Mytinger - and Margaret 
Warner from a snapshot taken 
in Australia, 


early in 1926 that her interest was 
first aroused in primitive types. 
“The gradations of color among 
them and their expressions fascinated 
me,’ says Miss Mytinger. ‘‘It occurred 
to me that In the South Seas, where 
you get a mixture of Negroid, Malay, 
Oriental and Caucasian blood, I’d find 
a combination of features and a va+ 
riation of color that would be a paint- 
er’s paradise. Besides, I felt that it 
might be of some worth to record, for 
anthropologists and students, native 
types in their natural surroundings.”’ 


OW the unusual thing about 
INN aise Mytinger’s adventure is 

the fact that it was accom- 
plish practically without money. An 
old cigarette tin containing a few pen- 
cils, an eraser and a razor blade, to- 
gether with a mandolin, were the in- 
struments whereby Miss Mytinger and 
her companion traveled around the 
world. These are certainly unusual 
devices to carry two young ladies 
through a tour of the Pacific islands.

but there is no mystery 
about the matter. Having 
very little money for trav- 
eling expenses, Miss Myt- 
inger decided to rely on her 
art. Thus, 
large settlement was 
reached, the news was 
promptly broadcast that an 
artist was at hand, willing 
and able to do portrait 
sketches for a considera- 
tion. The money thus ob- 
tained would usually be 
more than enough to carry 
the travelers to their next 
important stopping place. 
Adept handling of the 
inandolin by Miss Warner 
won for the travelers in- 
vitations for long visits 
with white families grate- 


ful for company and 
amusement. In this man- 
ner, Miss Mytinger not 


only covered the territory 
she had mapped out for herself, but 
she also accomplished the unusual feat 
of making the white inhabitants of the 
Pacific provide the means for her por- 
trait painting of the dark-skinned ones. 

It was a-journey of unusual ex- 
periences, from the time she left San 
Francisco in May, 1926, traveling 
third-class, until she arrived in New 
York aboard a freighter, coming by 
way of Singapore. 

For instance, the problem of get- 
ting the natives to pose was always a 
difficult one. Some flatly refused to 
permit it because of tribal taboos and 
superstitions, and others would finally 
relax in their scruples only after being 
cajoled or bribed. 

“There was one time in Tanakom- 
bo, in the Solomon Islands,” says Miss 
Mytinger, ‘‘when I had to lure a whole 
village out of the bush by doing a hula 
dance to Miss Warner’s music on the 
mandolin before I could get my model 
to pose for me. I had started the 
drawing of an old woman sitting on 
the steps of a meeting house. When 
I arrived again at the village the next 
morning to finish the work, there was 
no sign of the woman, or, for that 

matter, of any- 
pody else in the 
village. All the 
Me doors were 
closed and all 
the inhabitants 
had disappeared 
into the bush. It 
developed that 
apni the meeting 
house was taboo 
and that the 
white woman 
was committing 
a‘ sacrilege in 
painting it. 


“The natives 
were through 
with me. I had 
to resort to hero- 
ic measures, I 
made myself a 
hula skirt by 
splitting a lot of 
banana fronds, 
put it on over 
my breeches and 
had Miss Warner 
play some songs 
on her mandolin. 
Then I started 
to dante. Pretty 
soon faces began 
to appear in the 
bush. Gradual- 
ly they came 
closer, complete- 
ly fascinate d, 
giggling and 
pointing. Soon 
the whole _ vil- 
lage, including 
my old woman, 
was gathered 
around and I fin- 
ished by paint- 
ing with the 
whole village 
looking on.” 

In New Zea- 
land Miss Myt- 
inger wanted to 
paint a tattooed 
‘Maori. In _ for- 
mer days all the 
important men 
among the Mao- 
ris were tattooed 
in an elaborate 
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Painting made by Miss Mytinger of a ceremonial dance in the Solomon Islands. 


design across the forehead and cheek- 
bones. But the custom there has been 
dying out and it took her three months 
of work by letter, telegram, telephone 
and runner to locate a tattooed man. 
When word finally came that such 
a man had been located, he was 
said to be living close to Te Puke, 
a native village on the north coast, 
some forty miles from Rotorua, where 
Miss Mytinger was staying. 


HE artist and her companion 
promptly set out to walk the 
40 miles through dense wil- 
derness, through sudden rainstorms, 
through mud up to. the thighs. 
They reached Te Puke to find that 
their man lived five miles back along 
the route they hed traveled. So back 
they trudged, and there in a tiny dug- 
out well off the road they found him, 
his tattooing completely co hy a 
short, wiry, dense beard. wasn't 
until he was offered the equivalent of 
$25 worth of tobacco that he con- 
sented to inflict upon himself the tor- 
ture of shaving in order to pose for 
Miss Mytinger. 
Back to Auckland she went with 
her prise and took passage on the 
trading vessel which made the rounds 


- 


of the islands every six weeks. 
Tulagi. was the destination, but 
when the boat stopped to collect 
copra there, they ran into an investi- 
gation of the murder of two Govern- 
ment officials who had gone in to col- 
lect taxes and they weren't permitted 
to land. The natives were in an up- 
roar and the danger of a general up- 
rising was considered great. “Bullets 
and arrows were flying, 30 Miss Myt- 
inger continued on board, going East 
to Ruavatu on the island of Guadel- 
caner, where a woman, a fellow pas- 
senger on the boat, invited them to 
visit. The missionary influence was 
strong at Ruavatu, and all the giris 
wore long mumus, aprons which cov- 
ered them from neck to toe. Only the 
loose lady of the village, when suffi- 
ciently bribed with cigarettes; would 
consent to pose in native garb. 
Landing at Tanakombo, the travel- 
ers had to transfer from the boat to 
a dinghy and were finally carried over 
the surf by man power. Here an un- 
fortunate accident occurred. The sup- 
ply trunk containing all Miss Myting- 
er’s drawing paper, painting materials 
and canvas fell overboard. It then 
became necessary to send to Sydney 
for a new supply. A native runner 


was therefore despatched who ran the 
forty miles to a point where a boat 
would carry a message to a telegraph 
station from which it would eventual- 
ly reach a dealer in Sydney. Miss 
Mytinger then had to wait six weeks 
for the trading vessel which would de 
liver the material. To her immense 
disappointment, when the boat arrived 
instead of receiving the materials she 
received a very courteous letter from 
the Sydney firm, regretting that they 
did not have the exact sise of draw- 
ing paper in stock, but expressing « 
willingness to send another size if 
agreeable to her! So she had to wait 
another six weeks for her drawing ma- 
terials, in the meantime using pieces 
of wood and scraps of old sail to

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~. Another Assault upon Never-At

LONDON. 
ANCH ENJUNGA, 
the second highest 
mountain peak in 
the world, rearing 
its top to the tre- 
mendous height of 
28,150 feet, is 
again about to be 
assailed by man. 
Three attacks al- 
ready have been made upon it—all 
have failed and one of them cost four 
lives. Now the fourth, manned by 
representatives of five nations, is on 
the way. Giant tasks and great perils 
are ahead of them. Theirs is to be a 
tremendous adventure, 

Tne party is led by Professor Gun- 
ter O. Dyhrenfurth, of Germany, and 
his wife, an international tennis play- 
er. Accompanying them will be three 
other Germans, H. Hoerlin, U. Wie- 
land and Dr. H. Richter; M. Kurz and 
H. Duvanel of Switzerland; E. Schnei- 
der of Austria; Enrico Gasparri of 
Italy, and F. S. Smythe of England. 

Kanchenjunga, in the Himalayas. is 
about 150 miles southeast of Everest. 
To get to its base the party must pass 
from the steaming jungle to the for- 
est. Here it is pleasant, delightful. 
As the explorers go on, the weather 
becomes cooler, until actual cold is en- 
countered, and then snow above the 
timber-line. 


ANGER may be met with on 
[)«: way. Swollen currents 

iliay sweep away bridges, sud- 
den rains may do the same. But 
the worst difficulties appear when 
the climbers start their ascent of 
the ice-covered slopes. The terrible 
cold of winter causes rocks to 
split off and come tumbling down. 
The slopes of Kanchenjunga are .par- 
ticularly steep, snow avalanches start 
sometimes without warning. Then the 
rock itself is covered with ice. ice 
that axes have difficulty in pene- 
trating. 

The expedition will attempt to do 
its work before the monsoon. This 
inonsoon, the southwest, begins in 
June and lasts till October, bringing 
heavy rains. If the monsoon breaks 
earlier than usual, its coming is indi- 
cated by heavy thunderstorms. Weath- 
er in the Himalayas is never depend- 
able; it is one of the mountain climb- 
el's most serious hazards 

The assault on Kanchenjunga will 
very likely start the end of April or 
the early part of May. There will be 
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a base camp, as there always is in 
such expeditions, and above it several 
nore camps as the party goes on. It 
is from the last, or highest, camp that 
the final effort to gain the top will be 
made, 

Native porters are an important 
part of such an undertaking. The por- 
ters for this expedi- 
tion likely will be 
men who have spent 
their lives at alti- 
tudes of 10,000 feet 
o: higher. It is the 
porters who carry 
the supplies on these 
expeditions, and these 
supplies are respon- 
sible for the success 
Oo. failure, for the 
very lives of the 
climbers. 

The first attempt 
to climb Kanchen- 
junga was made in 
1905. The party con- 
sisted of three Swias, 
an Italian and an 
Englishman, They 
made a camp at 
more than 20,000 
feet. One afternoon 
two of the Swiss and 
the Italian and three 
of the natives started 
to descend the glacier 
to the lower camp. It 
was late in the day, 
too late to have be- 
gun such a journey. 
As they went down a 
snow slope, two of 
the coolies lost their 
footing, dragging the 
third coolie and one 
of the Swiss with 
them. The other two 
escaped, but the un- 
fortunate four were 
buried in an  ava- 
lanche of snow. 

The next direct at- 
tempt to scale Kan- 
chenjunga was made 
in 1929 by an Ameri- 
can ‘named Farmer. 
Accompanied only by 
porters, he set off on 
this foolhardy §un- 
dertaking. He estab- 
lished three camps, 
and late in May, with 
a few porters who 
were not even equipped with ropes, he 
siarted the ascent. The snow was very 
bad and the porters refused to con- 
tinue Farmer then went on alone 
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Kanchenjunga, 28,150 feet in height.

They made their base camp on the 
eastern side of the peak, and began 
the assault on the 
ice ridge which falls 
from the north side 
of Kanchenjunga at 
an angle of some 45 
degrees. Their la- 
bors were Gargan- 
tuan. Towers of ice 
were passed only to 
lead to ridges of icy 
sharpness. It wasa 
case of hacking 
their way almost 
every foot of the 
distance, of contin- 
ually making ropes 
fast, and camps 
were made on nar- 
row ice ledges. 


Then a terrible 
snowstorm came 
along and _ these 
men, who had pro- 
gressed so heroical. 
ly, were forced to 
retreat. But once 
the storm was 
spent, they returned 
and began the hard 
fight again. After 
three weeks of en- 
deavor, they gained 
2300 feet in alti- 
tude. Now, at a 
height of 24,600 
feet, victory seemed 
possibile. 


And again came a 
snowstorm, falling 
to a depth of six 
feet. Again it was 
retreat and a diffi- 
cult, hazardous re- 
treat. It is greatly 
to their credit as 
mountaineers that 
they managed to 
withdraw success- 
fully. And Kan- 
chenjunga was still 
victorious. 

These Himalayas 
are something to 
try men’s skill 
and courage. Com- 


pared to them, the other great moun- 
tain peaks of the world must humbly 
bow their heads. To them the Alps 
are relatively small, and such great 
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mountains as Mont Blanc; Mount Mce- 
Kinley and even Aconcagua of the 
Andes are matched by the smaller of 
the Himalayan tops. 

Kanchenjunga rises to a twin sum- 
mit from a series of great hills and 
drops. Looking toward its top the 
‘wayfarer sees giant peaks and pin- 
nacles. Great masses of glacier hang 
to -the mountain’s sides, and great 
masses of ice and snow, thousands of 
tons in weight, go thundering down 
below. 

Dyhrenfurth made his first moun- 
tain climb when he was 9 years old. 
At 13 he climbed the Rosengarten- 
spitze, one of the hardest peaks of the 
Dolomites. While coming down the 
Drusenfluh, in 1921, he was badly 
hurt when a rope broke. During the 
war he commanded a corps of moun- 
tain guides on the Italian front. 


IS wife, who will be in charge 
H of the base camp, besides 
being an international tennis 
player, is an experienced mountaineer 
and a ski-jumper. Hoerlin, a student 
of medicine, is considered: the leader 
of the younger German mountaineers, 
and is president of the Academic 
Alpine Club of Berlin. 
Schneider, who comes from Hal! in 
the Tyrol, is a geologist and one of 
the best known of the climbers in 


the Eastern Alps. Marcel Kurz is con-’ 


sidered first among living Continen- 
tal authorities on winter mountaineer- 
ing. An engineer, he lives at Neucha- 
tel. He is an expert on avalanches, 
an expert cartographer, and has 
mapped Mount Olympus. Dr. Richter 
is the surgeon of the expedition. He 
is an authority on the physiological! 
effects of high altitudes. 

Wieland is a Swabian. Since child- 
hood he has lived on the mountains 
near the Swiss and Austrian border 
He has climbed in America, having a5 
sailed Long’s Peak, Grand Teton and 
Mount Rainier. Gasparri, who was 
born at Cortino d'Ampezzo, lives in 
London. Before the war an Austrian, 


_since then he has become an Italian 


citizen. He is the most expert rock 
climber in the party. He has helped 
in the making of Alpine films, gbost- 
ing for the hero when ski-ing or dif- 
ficult climbing became necessary. 

Duvanel is an expert with the mo 
tion-picture machine, and though he 
has had little mountain climbing ¢*- 
perience when compared with the otb- 
ers, he is a fine ski-runner.

It had therefore 
become necessary to do something 
drastic, and courts were empowered to 
impose fines and jail sentences. 

In the matter of bobbed hair, how- 
ever, Chinese officials have not been 
so conservative, and all the subtle sig- 
nificance of hair dressing, evolved 
through 40 centuries of precedent, has 
been swept away in China by the pres- 
ent vogue for short locks. 

From time immemorial a maiden 
has been recognized in this country by 
the straight black bangs which hung 
oyer her forehead, bangs which were 
cut off on her wedding night. 

But now maids and matrons alike 
eut off their hair short all around; 
there is nothing to distinguish a gir! 
from her mother. Mrs. Chiang Kal-

In 
so doing, many of them are under the 
misapprehension that they are intro- 
ducing proper foreign customs in 
China, for the foreign women they 
know most about are the Hollywood 
motion-picture actresses. They note

But the Gov-

In general there is now a feeling 
in China that during the present days 
of reform some things are being a bit 
overdone, and that the emancipation 
of women is one of them. The Chinese 
flappers are being criticised on all 
sides.

“While girls they are a curse to 
their parents, and when married they 
are burdens to their husbands,” la- 
mented Paul K. Whang, an eligible 
bachelor of Shanghai who recently 
started something when he declared 
that young men cannot any longer af- 
ford to marry Chinese brides of the 
1930 model.

serted Mr. Whang in an article in The 
China Weekly Review. ‘She is afraid 
of no man, stays out late at night, and 
enjoys as much freedom as her 
brothers. 

“While in pursuit of pleasure and 
excitement, she looks upon home life 
as dreary, and domestic affairs as 
trivial. She defies the orders of her 
parents and laughs at the teachings 
of female virtue. We find these mod- 
ern Chinese girls everywhere now, and 
the young man who has not yet mar- 
ried looks upon them with suspicion 
and terror.”’ 

Mr. Whang blames the present con- 
dition of these flappers on new- 
fangled education, and his criticism 
corroborates the findings of Dr. Yamel 
Kim, one of China’s first “modern 
women,’’ who graduated from a Quak- 
er medical college in New York City 
in 1886, and who for 45 years has 
been an inspiration to ambitious 
women of her country. 

“Schooling for Chinese girls at pres- 
ent is highly impractical,’’ said Dr. 
Kim recently in an interview in her 
home in Pekin. “It has been a mis- 
take to plunge students into courses 
of liberal arts for which they are not 
prepared. The result has been to 
make our women's colleges mere fash- 
fonable finishing schools, and has giv- 
en Western education, as such, a bad 
Dame. . 

“In the old days, when girls seldom 
went outside their cloistered court- 
yards, they were trained first by their 
mothers and then by their mothers- 
in-law to be good housekeepers, and 80 
they were fitted for their places in 
life. 

“Now after 12 or 14 years of ex- 
pensive education, a girl is fit only to 
be an ornament in society circles.” 


nation is Mr. Whang, for he in- 
sists that Chinese girls today do 
not even study liberal arts courses. 

“At school their curriculum consists 
of new dancing steps and imported 
love songs,”’ he declares. “They do 
not attend schoo! for an education, but 
for bettering their chance for selecting 
& husband.”’ 

For Mr. Whang agrees with Dr. 
Kim that, despite their obvious defi- 
ciencies as housewives, these friv- 
olous flappers all manage to get 
husbands. : 

“A newly-married friend of mine 
remarked that he had married three 
women instead of one,” complains Mr. 
Whang, ‘‘because he now has to em- 
ploy two maid servants to wait upon 
his wife. Being a modern Chinese girl, 
she cannot distinguish a pot from «a 
kettle.” 

The charge that Chinese girl stt- 
dents pay attention to everything but 
their school books is frequently made 
in this country, and there is consid- 
erable basis for the criticlgm. While 
the giddy ones devote themselves to 
dancing, the serious ones are attracted 
to politics, and between the two, mere 
studying becomes a minor matter. 

Both school and international poll- 
ties seem to fascinate Chinese stu- 
dents, who organise parades and pro- 
test demonstrations with equal enthu- 
siasm against their teachers and 
againgt foreign nations.

AKRON, Ohio. 
T IS a hectic and

all about. The fact that he 
isn't is the most agreeable 
thing about the whole busi- 
ness. Deprived of his parents by the 
Cleveland Clinic explosion and fire, 
which cost 126 lives last May, Carl 
has proceeded through a succession of 
adventures bewildering enough to 
make a much older head swim. 

First, he lost his identity as Carl 
H. Long Jr. Then he lost his inherit- 
ance of $40,000. Then he acquired a 
new mother. She seemed new to him, 
but in reality she was the one he had 
started out with before he became Car! 
H. Long Jr. She was penniless and 
unmarried, but she was a mother. He 
became officially her son’ only to see 
her barred by the court from being a 
mother to him. Now he has still an- 
Other mother. He is called Carl Neitz 
at this writing, but he’s not sure who 
he is. How could a young man oftwo 
be sure when within a week he was 
successively Carl Long, Richard Lee 
Rush, “Exhibit A’’ and Carl Neitz? 


Ee ARL’'S brief career’ has been a 


tangled one from the very out- 
set. He started out in a tangie 
in which secrecy, deception and con- 
spiracy all played a part. But it was 


‘the clinic disaster in which Mr. and 


Mrs. Carl Long Sr. loat their lives that 
led directly to all the recent complica- 
tions. Had they left no money, or 
even just a little money, it is prob- 
able that nothing would have hap- 
pened.

As engineer for the City Plan Commission, Bartholo- 
mew has received a modest salary from the city for part- 
time work. Since 1923, when his work brought him 
nation-wide repute, he has devoted probably half of hir 
time to remedying the mistakes of other cities, for the 
city planner’s business is chiefly that of remedying mis- 
takes and guarding as far as possible againet recurrence. 
He seldom arrives in time to avert the mistakes in the 
beginning. Cities have to grow up and learn about 
mistakes by experience, just as people do. Sometimes they 
ean be corrected and sometimes not, but in either case 
they are expensive, as all cities find when they start tear- 
ing down a few dozen blocks of business district. Bar- 
tholomew blames the automobile for the rambling char- 
acter of American cities and particularly those of the Mid- 
die West. The automobile, he says, has produced a 
sprawling city and fostered the tendency to scatter busi- 
ness districts about with-blighted areas left between. And 
instead of going back and reclaiming these blighted dis- 
tricts as is done in European cities, he says, the American 
tendency is to let them keep on sprawling.

“deportation special.”

NEW YORK. 

N THE teeth of 
the mid-January 
blizzard, the first 
United States alien 
deportation train 
for 1930 pushed 
across the wide 
desolation of the 
Dakota plains. The 
very metal seemed 
to groan and cry 
with cold. Since 
these antiquated wooden Pullman cars, 
with the barred windows and the heav- 
ily-grated, padlocked doors, rolled 
down the eastward slope of the Mon- 
tana Rockies, en route from Seattle, 
Washington, to New York City, the 
temperature, like a monstrous and 
amorphous guard bent on frustrating 
escape of the desperate, had hung be- 
tween 19 and 45 degrees below zero. 
Between the bars, through the little 
irregular parts of clear glass left in 
some of the windows by the frost, the 
prisoners--there were but 66 of the 
244 deportees eventually gathered up 
at various key cities over the long 
journey from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic—-could see only the snow-cov- 
ered, frozen, interminable prairie, 
which far away on either side merged 
into the smoky gray of the winter sky. 

Hour upon hour in this vast, oppres- 
sive expanse of solitude, with only the 
smallest of towns and hamlets miles 
and miles apart! Then this most 
strangely-assorted company of depor- 
tees—-a far more various company 
than any I have ever seen or imag- 
ined—--drew together, huddled splrit- 
ually, if not physically, in the warm, 
malodorous cars. Worried, broken 
wives and mothers. Their nursing 
babes. The pitiful, mumbling, vague- 
eyed insane. The recently-recovered 
sick. The young girls still proud and 
individual; the others who apparent- 
ly had nothing left to be proud about. 
The former convicts, strong-arm men, 
prowlers and sawindlers who had 
served their time in American prisons. 
The adventurous foreign-born boys 
who, with infinite hardship, had 
sneaked illegally into this country as 
the last real land of opportunity. The 
men, women and children snatched, 
perhaps forever, from wives, sons, 
mothers and daughters by virtue of 
laws which nearly all had, in one way 
or another, defied. 


HE spell of the winter plains fell 
not alone, however, upon the de- 
portees, but also upon the 
RUards and the officials. Its mysteri- 
ous influence alike affected the Pull- 
man porters who fed the prisoners, the 
stalwart Western railroad police who 
watcned them ceaselessly, the doctor, 
members of the train crews, and even 
the ever-busy, taciturn, kindly Edwin 
M. Kline, veteran immigration inspec- 
tor and deportation officer, who was 
their shepherd. It was the old story 
of humana on shipwreck or desert is- 
land. 

John Rodgers, deportee, did stage 
tricks with remarkable skill and 
finesse, and guards and porters joined 
heartily in the laughter and applause. 
With an explanation of metaphysical 
doctrine surprisingly concise and 
homely, Richard Spacek, mystic and 
intellectual, managed to fascinate at 
the same time Annie Strasky, immi- 
gration matron, a cross-eyed British 
sailor who scarce could read or write, 
and the son of a Zurich tinamith just 
out of Walla Walla on completion of 
a sentence for burglary. Scotty, a

genial old seadog who had roamed the 
world all his maturity, produced a bat- 
tered harmonica and soon had all his 
carmates singing, or at least tryfng. 
Under it all a romance that Maupas- 
sant might have made immortal flow- 
ered, shot with beauty, ironic, not a 
little terrible. Here in these cars was 
a complete, if limited, world, with its 
valiant ones, its lovers, its philoso- 
phers—and its confirmed, congenital 
villains. Never shall I forget the at- 
tempted theft of the helpless insane 
man’s new coat. 

The only newspaper man ever per- 
mitted to ride on one of these United 
States deportation trains, though they 
have been a regular function of the 
Federal Government for about six 
years now, I went to Seattle two days 
before this particular train was to 
leave. 

The train would depart, I was 
told, at 9:39 at night, with a contin- 
gent of 33 undesirable aliens ready 
and waiting in the detention quarters. 
As it proceeded eastward, other groups 
from different sections of the north- 
ern half of the nation would be mus- 
tered at certain key cities and taken 
aboard. Twelve thousand or more un- 
desirables, I was informed, are an- 
nually deported by the United States; 
and a large share of them are taken 
to the coasts by the wholesale meth- 
od of these trains. Deportation 
Specials! 


BOUT the crowded, four-atory 
A immigration , building at Seattle 

there hung an air of tension, of 
preparedness. I sensed it first in the 
office of the cool, very human Com- 
missioner in charge, Luther Weeden. 
As I went with Mr. Weeden's good 
wishes through the routine of the bu- 
reau toward the ‘‘tank’’ where lay the 
33 to go the next night, the tension 
deepened until it became, I thought, a 
hidden suspense. The various inspec- 
ters, all big men in olive-drab uni- 
forms and Sam Browne belts, though 
unarmed, were caim and efficient 
enough, but they looked quietly alert, 
too, lest revolt break upon them un- 
aware. For some of the prisoners in 
the tank were muttering grim boasts 
that the Government would never 
get them to Ellis Island. 

The tank was, in reality, three 
great rooms, one for women, (two 
for men. The tank rooms were long, 
with .big windows high up and 
barred, but permitting plenty of light 
and ventilation. Inspector Rotg took 
me inside. It was twilight, and the 
yellow incandescents glowed dimly in 
the gloom of the great room. The 
scene reminded me of nothing so much 
as the paintings of prisoners of the 
French Revolution waiting their turn 
before the dread tribunal, though the 
shadow of deportation is a small one 
compared to that of the guillotine. 
The prisoners were as variegated in 
appearance, character, social position, 
training and manner as were those 
others. If you look from an office 
window onto any downtown street in 
any industrial city of the northern 
part of the United States any noon 
you will see a group very much like 
this one. Youngsters well dressed and 
dapper despite their present situation; 
laborers in overalls and heavy cow- 
hide boots. Stolid Germans and vola- 
tile Irish. Here spirited, optimistic, 
there sullen, scheming. Some lounged 
on their beds, reading, thinking, 
dreaming. With worn, greasy cards 
three quartets played at deal tabies 
along the wall. A boy wound up a 
battered gramophone on his bed, but 
none seemed to care; they must have 
heard all his six records hundreds of 
times. ‘ 

“Many of those fellows must have 
been in the United States fay years, 
from their appearance; they must 
have escaped detection for a long 
time,” I observed. ‘“‘How does the 


service spot such adroit evaders?”’ 
The answer was oa sharp light on 
human frailty. 


Of course, the service kept in 
touch with. police courts, jails, pris- 
ons, insane asylums and _  hospi- 
tals. Whenever an alien illegally 
in the country turned up in such hands 
he was, once sufficiently recovered 
for transfer, or at the expiration of 
his sentence, given over to the immi- 
gration men. But in addition there

HEY had eaten their last meal 
in the tank. The guards, now 
heavily armed, with rifles in 
hand, clanged open the double doors. 
Sharp commands, 
some shoving and protesting—and the 
deportees were in line. Out they 
marched between the guards, and as 
they passed down the corridor each 
was given his luggage—in every case 
but one, all his earthly goods. 
one exception claimed that he owned 
land worth $200 in Calgary. 

The sharp night air must have been 
redolent of freedom for these souls so 
long cooped up; but temptation to try 
to escape could have been only mo- 
mentary. In the yard were two lines 
of city police,’ reinforcing the immi- 
gration guards, Across the court, about 
30 yards, there stood on a siding the 
three wooden Pullmans with their 
barred windows, the nucleus of this 
Deportation Special which was to be- 
come an li-car train into New York. 
The deportees stumbled along between 
police lines and one after the other, 
tugging their luggage, clambered up 
the steps into the cars. Once they 
were apportioned evenly inside, the 
guards padiocked the doors, one tak- 
ing up a position within, before each 
exit. 

All the upper berths had been made 
ready, and the deportees, having 
under orders piled their baggage in 
the rear section of their particular

that was to haul them over the Rock- 
les and the prairies to St. Paul— 
swayed and jostied them... 

Finally the porter put out the 
lights, all save one at each car end: 
the talk and occasional laughter gave 
way to silence and snores. How many 
of the deportees managed to sleep, I 
do not know; but I do know that 
when later I spent two nights in these 
cars I could not sleep at all. The Se- 
attle inspectors formally transferred 
the 33 to Inspector Kline at the ter- 
minal. A soldierly figare in olive- 
drab, Kline installed himself at the 
forward end of the first car like 
an old army Colonel in the field. 
Long after the others had retired, he 
sat there, checking prisoners, records 
and possessions under a single, sway- 
ing incandescent, shaded with paper. 


REAKFAST had just deen 

served, tables being placed in 

each section for the purpose, 
when I entered. the car next morn- 
ing. Oatmeal and cream, minced 
ham and ecrambled eggs, fried 
potatoes, white bread and butter and 
coffee—how the deportees put that 
away! Philip John Murphy, who had 
been in the United States and Canada 
for 20 years without ever having be- 
come a citizen of either country, and 
who now, at 39, was being deported to 
England, where he was born, said it 
was the best mea) he had had since he 
left “the old lady.”

Did 
he hope to take her away from her 
second husband when his time was up?

Because of his good record for five 
years preceding this prison offense, he 
was not deported upon expiration of 
his term.

About all that remains now ip con- 
nection with this particular part of the 
sewer project is to see how it works. 
(if a method of reforestation and 
river bank protection new to this part 
f the country, bui if all goes well, the 
engineers say, the unsightly and un- 
rellable mud banks of the past will be 
completely sereened from view within 
(wo years by a willow thicket, and this 
same thicket will serve to keep the 


channel of the 
river where the 
engineers want it 
to remain. 

Since the be- 
ginning of ex- 
cavation work on 
the River Des 
Peres sewer two 
years ago, this 
project of bury- 
ing a river has 
aroused more in- 
terest and at- 
tracted more 
spectators than 
any other con- 
struction project 
in the city’s history. 
while the super-dreadnaught steam 
shovels were opening the trench 
through Forest Park, and the concrete 
workers were following with the mam- 
moth double-barreled tube, the oper- 
ations drew throngs of sightseers. On 
Sundays—for the shovels worked sev- 
en days a week when weather per- 
mitted—thousands of observers could 
be seen staring with fascinated gaze 
at the performance of the mighty ma- 
chines. The work on the mud banks 
east of Broadway was less spectacular. 
This unit probably got less attention 
than any other section of the sewer, 
but for those who knew just what was 
going on, here was one of the most 
interesting aspects of the entire proj- 
ect. The majority of spectators ap-

or loxs, instead of seeds or young 

trees, to produce a grove is not 
exactly a new one, but in this part of 
the country, at least, the practice is 
not so common as to pass without at- 
tention. Few persons even realize that 
it can be done. It can't be done, of 
course, with every kind of log. It is

Highland willow, 
common in the 
northern states 
and Canada, 
which perform 
best under such 
conditions. These 
willows, it may be 
mentioned, are 
not the same as 
the common low- 
land or Black wil- 
low seen along 
streams in almost 
every part of the 
country, two prac- 
tical differences 
being that the 
northern willows 
are hardier and 
grow to much 
greater size. 

Highland  wil- 
lows have been 
used extensively for windbreaks and 
shelter belts in the western prairie 
states where groves were planted by 
cutting up branches and driving them 
in the ground as stakes. These green 
stakes would quickly send out both 
roots and branches and produce in a 
comparatively short time «a thick, 
bushy tree. The stake method of tree 
planting also has been used for many 
years in river bank and levee pro- 
tection work in scve states, notably 
New York. 

But the method of planting a whole 
log ip a horizontal position and pro- 
ducing from it a great number of 
trees, instead of just one from a stake, 
is newer. O. S. Scheifele, a farmer 
living near Waterloo, Ontario, hit 
upon the idea in 1922 and was grahted 
$5000 by the Canadian Government 
for further experimentation. The fol- 
lowing year he originated the system

on the banks and on the levees above 
them. Six car loads of willow poles, 
shipped here from Dubuque, Iowa, 
were used in the project. 


IRST, the crumbling and uneven 

banks were dug away with steam 

shovels and graded to a slope of 
about two to one. That is, the hori- 
zontal distance beneath the slope is 
twice that of the vertical distance be- 
hind it. Then the polea, 40 to 560 feet 
long and ranging from six to ten 
inches in diameter at the base, were 
placed along the bank at 4-foot inter- 
vals, their bases in the water and the 
tops reaching nearly to the top of the 
bank, as indicated by the photographs 
on this page. Smaller branches were 
placed in the spaces between the poles 
to form a sort of brush mattress and 
the whole network covered and 
anchored with woven wire. This' wire 
is held down by iron stakes driven into 
the bank, and by stone anchors sub- 
merged in the 


stream. All this 
was then covered 
to a depth of about 
six inches with the 
soil or mud of the 
bank. Virtually 
the same process 
was followed on 
the levees thrown 
up a few feet back 
from the banks 
proper. 

On the scene the 
observer now sees 
only what appears 
to be sloping mud 
banks, but if the 
system works here 
as it has worked in 
many similar pro}j- 
ects in the East, 
there will be a dif-

of river bank protection and patented 
his process. Since that time he has 
operated under the firm name of 
Natural Process Engineering Company 
and has executed 25 or more major 
contracts in connection with develop- 
ment of lakes, rivers, canals, dykes 
and levees. The system also has been 
used successfully in arresting the drift 
of sand Gunes along the Ontario 
shores of the Great Lakes. 


DOPTION of the system of pole 

planting in the River Des Peres 

project was decided upon after 
City Engineer W. W. Horner had in- 
spected some 14,000 feet of river bank 
at Buffalo which had been protected 
with willow pole plantings for severa! 
years. A contract for planting of the 
banks east of Broadway, 3200 lineal 
feet, was then awarded to Scheifele, 
specifications calling for planting both 
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taken during and just after the in- 
stallation of willow poles on a river 
in York County, Ontario. The first 
view shows the crumbling mud bank 
atabend in the river where thé 
stream is cutting under and causing 
the bank to collapse. The second in- 
dicates the appearance of the same 
sector after the bank has been grad- 
ed and the poles laid in place, The 
third shows the bank at the end of 
July, following the installation of the 
poles in the spring. The fourth 
shows the first full season's growth 
of sprouts completely screening the 
bank. 

Scheifele points out that the sys- 
tem, as a general thing, is employed 
more successfully on shallow streams 
than on deep rivers, where the cur- 
rent is likely to strike below the net- 
work, but experiments under the 
supervision of United States Govern- 
ment engineers are now in progress 
on both the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers. Whether or not it proves 
adaptable for deep river bank rein- 
forcement, Scifeifele explains, it could 
be extensively applied on the Missis- 
sippi levees where there is no natural 
tree growth to prevent scour and wave 
action in times of flood. 


HE advantages of the “hort- 

zontal"’ pole system of planting 

over the old plan of vertical tree 
planting, the originator explains, are 
many. In the first place, the poles 
act as props which support the bank 
and prevent siipping. Second, since 
the young trees come out along the 
full length of the pole, they cannot 
slide down the slope and there is no 
danger of the trees falling over into 
the water. Third, with the joint sys- 
tem of planting, the foot of the wil- 
low log is constantly resting sub- 
merged below the low-water mark, and 
owing to the joint circulation of a 
score of trees growing vertically from 
the willow log, the trees at the ex- 
treme upper part of the plot will grow 
quite as prolifically as those close to 
the water's edge. Fourth, by this sys- 
tem of planting, a part of the row of 
treee will always be above high-water 
mark, and will thus supply the entire 
connected row with sufficient air and 
light to sustain life throughout the 
flood period when the lower trees are 
under water. 

Also, the most extensive root develi- 
opment will be between high and low- 
water marks, where it is most needed 
to resist erosion. 

The most satisfactory results, 
Scheifele says, have been obtained 
along river banks that are subject to™ 
fiood periods, periods during which, 
banks are submerged and which are 
therefore most devastating to other 
forms of vegetation along the water's 
edge. 4 

Fiood variations, he points out, 
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DID not know

The present disdain in China 
for courses in domestic science is 
explained by Dr. Kim, who says 
that students think these studies 
teach only sewing and cooking 
and, as servants are still cheap in 
the Orient, they feel they have 
no need for such training. 

“But budgeting to expend the 
family income, balanced diets, in- 
terior decorating, sanitation, in- 
fant welfare, and so forth are 
coming as new ideas,’’ Dr. Kim 
asserts. “The girls are becoming 
interested gradually, and it is only 
a question of iime before such 
courses will be offered in Chinese 
colleges. The knowledge thus to 
be gained will be of the greatest 
value not only to the girls, but to 
the whole community.”
